A professor of American 
history, using American sources and the his- 
torical approach, here surveys the reaction of 
the United States public to czarist and com- 
munist Russia. As starting point he takes 
Francis Dana’s arrival at Catherine the Great’s 
court to plead recognition of the infant United 
States, and closes with the spectacular Te- 
heran meeting. He, too, brings out sameness 
of interests but he does not fail to recognize 
continuing American mistrust of Russia. Good 
unbiased recital of events and their implica- 
tions.
